Frank was the 14th child under 
15 years of age to be treated in 
an Atlanta hospital since June 1 
for injuries received in falls from 
trees, Charles Gaddis, Director of 
Safety Services for the Atlanta 
Red Cross reported. 

Frank’s parents said they be- 
lieved the boy would have been 


killed if his body had not hit 
several limbs on the way down. 

“T bumped all the way,” ex- 
plained Frank. 

Frank said he had climbed to 
the top of the tree to gather some 
poplar buds in a basket. 

“IT stepped on a limb. that 
wouldn’t hold me,” he pointed out, 
“and the limb broke. I knew what 
was happening all the time. Even 
on the ground and in the ambu- 
lance.” 

Frank’s father noted his son 
missed the concrete drive by only 
a few feet. If he had hit the con- 
crete instead of the dirt, he said, 
the fall would have been fatal. 


“T hope this will be a lesson to 
other boys,” said the father. “Tree 
climbing is dangerous.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Hannah said the 


fall wiped out plans to take Frank, | 


his brother and sisters and a 


‘friend to a Florida beach next 


month for a vacation. 

Frank faces at least two more 
weeks in the hospital. Doctors say 
he’s going to be “all _ right” 
eventually—and Frank had this 
to say: 

“Daddy told me he was going 
to cut that tree down. But I told 
him he didn’t have-to. I told him 
I never was going to climb it

In both the House and Senate the 
Baruch ge for complete economic con- 
trols and higher taxes to support mobili- 
zation is gaining headway. It surely will 
come up for a vote on the floors of both 
houses. 

Rep. Carl Vinson, who already has gone 
on record as believing Mr. Truman’s partial 
mobilization program insufficient, yester- 
day came out strongly for controls. 

“I am for the Baruch plan,” said the 
chairman of the House Armed Forces Com- 
mittee. “Otherwise,” he continued, “there 
will be inflation—absolutely out of 
control,” 

Mr. Truman has asked more than $10,- 
000,000,000 additional spending on rearma- 
ment. And that, he says, is only a starter. 
But the President would increase taxes by 
only half that amount. Even now, there 
will be a deficit of $6,000,000,000 to $7,000,- 
000,000 by the end of the year. The first 
dash of mobilization spending will bring it 
up to the neighborhood of $12,000,000,000. 

Rationing, price controls, wage controls 
and higher taxes will insure equitable dis- 
tribution of goods. A complete program is 
the only way to avoid ruinous inflation. 

Rep. Vinson was right in the years 
when he cried out for strengthening the 
armed forces.

The Soviet representative has announced his 
intention of returning to the United Nations 
Security Council. 


The Russians have added a new twist to an old strategy 
«+e If you can’t lick ’em, rejoin ‘em. 


Peculiarly enough, Jacob Malik, the Soviet representative on 
the Security Council, decided to end his seven-month walkout just 
before the first of August when, under the council's rotation system, 
it will be his term to preside again. This is in keeping with the 
Russian practice of playing ball only when it’s their time at bat. 


Soviet delegates have walked out on more than 30 meet- 
ings of the United Nations since it was set up five yeare ago. 
Apparently the only thing they have gotten out of the attempt 
to preserve world peace ts exercise. 


Speculation is rife all around the world as to the reason for 
Russia’s returning to the UN at this time. And indicative of the 
universal mistrust of the Kremlin is the fact that, to date at any 
rate, no one has suggested any motives save the ulterior. 


One thing Russia hopes to do, of course, is get Communist 
China admitted to the Security Council. But that seems out 
of the question unless they rescind the rule about applica- 
tions being accompanied by character references.

Vinson’s Plea 


W ASHINGTON.—The lower house gave Geor- 

gia’s veteran representative Car] Vinson, of Mil- 

ledgeville, a standing ovation this week after 

hearing him deliver a ringing plea for building up the nation’s 

defenses to meet the threats of Communist aggression abroad. 
Seldom does the House put on such a demonstration. 

As chairman of the Armed Services Committee of the House, 
Vinson was urging prompt passage of two bills reported out by his 
group, one “freezing” all members of the. armed forces in service 
for another year, and the other removing the present 2,005,882 man- 
power ceiling on the Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine Corps. 
Both were quickly pushed through the House. 

While Democrats and Republicans were seeking to blame each 
other for the present inadequate state of our defenses, the Georgia 
Congressman put an end to such arguments with this declaration: 

“Our great need right now is to get the ox out of the ditch — 
not to spend a lot of time and effort trying to find out who pushed 
him into the ditch. Let’s not spend our time looking backwards 
while Americans are being killed in Korea and our defenses urgently 
need strengthening. It is time to get action. ... Let us get on the 
road and get up speed. This is no time to take a detour to hunt for 
scapegoats.” 

It was this and other similar declarations made in the course 
of a thirty minute speech that caused the House to stand up and 


applaud Vinson.

Associate Justice of the Georgia 
Wyatt Wants Controls Supreme Court Lee B. Wyatt has 
sent a strongly worded plea to Representative Sydney Camp, of 
Newnan, in favor of the government imposing immediate price 
controls on all commodities and wages as of the date of the out- 
break of difficulties in Korea. So impressed was Mr. Camp with 
the message from Justice Wyatt that he called it to the attention 
of the lower house and had it inserted in the Congressional] Record. 

The Georgia jurist, who served as one of the judges in the 
Nuremberg trial of war criminals, gave it as his opinion that “we 
are... definitely in a fight for survival,” with one of the main 
objectives of the enemy being to destroy our economy. “In all 
wars,” he said, “the one whose economy is first destroyed is the 
loser. 

“Last Saturday,” he wrote, “a pound of bacon of a certain 
brand in LaGrange was priced at 50 cents per pound. Monday, the 
price was 55 cents, the marked price clearly having been erased 
and changed, indicating the same bacon, priced 55 cents on Monday, 
was in the possession of the merchant on Saturday, when the price 
was 50 cents. This is only one instance of what appears to be 
going on all over this land of ours. 

“May I suggest that all prices and wages in this country be 
frozen as of the date the Wnited Nations issued the cease-fire order 
to North Korea until the end of the prerent emergency, and that if 
the power does not now exist, that it be provided at once. I see no 
reason for a rise in prices since that date other than a desire to 
profiteer. 

“Drastic? Yes. But what I saw in Europe during my seven 
months’ stay following the end of World War II, convinces me that 
the danger is sufficient to justify drastic measures. 

“Sacrifice, our personal political weifare, our position or office, 
our property, or even life itself is not too high a price to pay for 
victory. Much of all of this must be done before we can attain 
victory. There must be no profiteering now in this country. 

“I wish every person in the United States could go to Europe 
and see what defeat in modern warfare means to a nation. 

“T am as opposed to unnecessary government controls in peace- 
time as anybody but, unfortunately, we are not now at peace but, 
on the contrary, are engaged in the most dangerous war in our his- 
tory as a nation.”

But in the light of his irre- 
sponsible statements (especially those concerning 
Reinhold Niebuhr), perhaps he would serve hu- 
manity best playing “left field for Kokomo,” as 
he himself expresses it.

ATHENS, July 28—Georgia Eggs, Incorporated, an organiza- 
tion set up here for marketing eggs according to quality, has 
handled more than 8,100 cases of eggs since operations began 
less than a year ago, J. F. Mauldin, Extension Serviee egg mar- 
keting specialist and manager of the project, pointed gut Friday. 

Eighty-seven percent of the eggs coming in from farmers 
in the counties near Athens have been classed as Grade A. 

Mauldin says that more than 400 farmers are participating 
in the program and approximately 180,000 hens are being cared 
for on these farms. He continued that there is a demand for 
more eggs than are now available and that he expects to han- 
dle a much larger volume of eggs during the next 12 months. 

Georgia poultrymen do not produce enough eggs to supply 
the large markets in the state, and approximately $30,000,000 
per year is spent by Georgians for purchasing out-of-state eggs.
